A Nation’s Bread 
Line

Did you ever w@th what is called the 
‘Bread Line’ in a big city? If eo, the 
sight of acores of hungry men and women 
waiting patiently for a morsel of food, 


Therefore, there can be no talk of of- 
fering charity to the starving Belgians. 


To relieve their distress ia but to attempt 


to repay in some small manner what they 


gave without thought of return, but what 


Civilisation must regard as a monumental 


sacrifice which must -be recognised, if 


it cannot be repaid in full. 

Canada is doing her share in the world 
movement to -express admiration and 
sympathy in terms of succour. But the 
need is so great, the urgency eo impera- 
tive, that she cannot do too much. At 
the present moment, citizens of the Do- 
minion have an exceptional opportunity 
to share in this work in a special and 
particular manner. In some parts of 
Belgium the wheels of half-ruined grist 
mills are beginning to turn. The cry is 
for wheat. Flour has been sent, but 
flour is expensive, and bleached flour is 
not what is especially demanded. The 
staple bread of the country is the brown 
or ‘‘black’’ bread which is made from a 
No. 4 wheat. Moreover, huge quantities 
of this wheat can be transported in bulk, 
as compared with the amount of high- 
priced tlour in bags, and furthermore, by 
furnishing employment for the Belgian 


‘nills, a beginning is made toward the 


rehabilitation of the denuded country. 


The Belgian Relief Committee has ar- 


ranged tor ships to convey the wheat 


directly to Rotterdam, but money is 


needed as it was never needed before to 
purchase the cargoes. England has sup- 
plemented enormously the gifts of cloth- 
ing which have already gone from Can- 
ada, what is required to-day, is money 
to buy the wheat which isin the eleva- 
tors readily available for loading.

AT GIGHER PRICES 


Heavy imperts Last Year From the 
United States Where Price Was 
Lower—How About Reciprocity? 


During the campaign in which rect- 
procity be.ween Canada and the 
United States was the dominant is‘ 
sue, the question urose as to how 
many eggs Canadians ship annually. to 
the United States and the number 


Americans send to Canada. in the . 


Amierican Poultry World of January 


appears the following report -on the . 
subject from the chief of the markets | 


division .of, the Canadian Department 

of Agriculture:

Duty on 

eggs coming into Canada from the 

United States is three cents per dozen.

The duty on eggs shipped from 
Canada into the United States is five 
cents per dozen. This duty applies 
alike to eggs for human consumption 
and for batching purposes. 

The difference between the Cana- 
Gian duty of three cents per dozen and 
the United States duty of five cents 
fe not sufficient to explain the great 
G@ifference that exists between the to- 
tal annual shipment made southward 


and those sent northward. Heretofore 
we have held the Canadian hen in bigh 


tegard, but the great disparity b: 
tween the trifling amount of her pro- 
Guct that is sold to us each year, oa 
compared with the miliions of dozens 
of eggs that are shipped from the 
States into Canada, nas placed her 
under suspicion. It begins to look as 
though she is “Icafing on the job” 

Probably it was the prices cbta!n- 
able for market eggs in Cauada that 
caused seven and a half million dozen 
to be shipped from the United Stutes 
into the Dominion during the year 
ending March 3ist, 1913, The prices 
over there had to be enough high:r 
to cover the cost of transportation 
and extra handling, also to overcome 
the handicap of a threecents-per- 
Gosen tariff duty. Isn't it a bit sur- 
prising that this difference in prices 
should have existed? 

The Canadians are quite strong for
